Office  of  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  Insane, 

Helena,  Montana,  December  1,  1897. 
Kob't  B.  Smith,  Governor  of  Montana: — 

The  State  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  Insane,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  requirements  of  law,  respectfully  submit  this, 
their  Sixth  Annual  Keport,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Novem- 
ber 30,  1897: 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  commencing  December 
1,  1896,  there  were  378  patients  in  the  Asylum,  of  whom  306 
were  males,  and  72  were  females. 

The  number  admitted  since  the  first  day  of  December,  1896, 
up  to  and  including  November  30,  1897,  was  129 — 88  males 
and  41  females.  The  number  discharged  was  50,  died  31,  and 
escaped  8;  besides  6  who  were  removed  by  their  friends. 

The  whole  number  under  treatment  December  1,  1896,  to 
November  30,  1897,  was  507—394  males  and  113  females.  The 
whole  number  of  patients  under  treatment  November  30, 1897, 
was  412 — males  320,  females  92. 

Of  the  whole  number  admitted  since  December  1,  1896, 
there  have  been  discharged  as  recovered  38.7  per  cent;  while 
of  the  whole  number  treated  there  have  been  discharged  as 
recovered  9.8  per  cent.  The  percentage  of  deaths  during  the 
fiscal  year  was  6.1. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statement  that  the  num- 
ber of  persons  adjudged  insane  during  the  present  fiscal  year 
has  been  disproportionately  larger  than  that  of  the  last  year. 
The  prodigious  increase  in  the  number  of  our  insane  people 
necesssitates  a  strict  observance  of  the  law  which  provides 
that  those,  having  property,  adjudged  insane  should  defray 
the  expense  of  their  maintenance.  The  fact  should  be  indel- 
ibly impressed  upon  those  charged  with  the  duty  of  conduct- 
ing inquisitions,  that  a  thorough  investigation  should  be  con- 
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ducted  to  ascertain  whether  the  person  adjudged  insane  is 
possessed  of  any  means,  and  in  the  event  that  any  property  is 
owned  by  such  person,  prompt  measures  should  be  resorted  to 
so  that  the  State  would  be  placed  in  possession  of  the  same. 
It  is  only  in  this  way  that  this  heavy  expense  incurred  in  the 
maintenance  of  this  institution  can  be  successfully  met. 

The  Board  was  successful  in  contracting  with  the  present 
contractors  for  the  ensuing  two  years  for  the  keeping  of  the 
insane  at  greatly  reduced  figures.  The  contract  now  in  exist- 
ence, which  expires  on  the  6th  of  April  next,  provided  for  a 
90c  per  capita  per  day  payment;  the  new  contract  entered 
into,  which  becomes  effective  on  the  date  last  provided,  pro- 
vides for  the  keeping  of  the  insane  at  a  rate  of  65c  per  capita 
per  day.  This  approximately  will  effect  a  saving  of  about 
$37,000  per  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  this  saving  has 
been  accomplished  without  in  the  least  affecting  the  care  and 
treatment  which  the  inmates  will  receive.  The  well-known 
reputation  of  the  contractors  is  assurance  of  the  fact  that  the 
efficiency  of  the  management  will  not  be  impaired,  and  that 
the  care  and  treatment  which  the  inmates  will  receive  will  btv 
second  to  no  institution  of  this  kind  in  the  United  States. 

The  tabulated  statement  gives  in  a  condensed  and  available 
form  all  of  the  data  respecting  the  institution. 

From  one  of  these  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Board  di- 
rected the  payment  of  money  to  meet  expenses  incurred  in 
the  transportation  of  the  persons  named;  in  those  instances 
the  application  was  made  to  the  Board  to  permit  the  removal 
of  the  patients,  as  it  was  believed  that  it  would  be  helpful  to 
them  to  have  them  at  the  locality  desired.  The  requests  were 
acceded  to,  and  in  those  instances  where  it  was  necessary  I  <  i 
furnish  transportation,  this  was  done.
